SIDON (Agencies) — Three 
Isradi warplanes rocketted an 
abandoned Palestinian naval base 
south of the South Lebanon port 
dty of Sidon on Friday, police 
reported. 

They said fee high-flying jets 
fired 12 rockets at fee Me-storey 
buflding formeriy used as a tiain- 
tc 4 base by fee n^instream Fateh 
faraon of the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation (PLO). 

Police said fee target at Darb 
AI Sim on fee southern flank of 
Sidon's teeming 'Ain Al Hilwefa 
refugee camp was destroyed 
along wife a nearby road bridge. 

Pdioe and Fateh officials said | 
there were no casualties iu raid at 
2:45 p.m. Israel’s seventh air 
strike in Lebanon this year. 

All said Fateh al»ndoned the 
base three montiis ago. 

The Israeli command in Tel 
Aviv su'd its pilots reported accu- 
rate hits on a guerrilla headquar- 
ters near Sidon and returned safe- 
ly to base. 

The raid came ei^t days aiter 
an Israeli soldier was killed in a 
firefi^t between guenfilas and 
Israeli troops in South Lebanon. 

*The clash took place inside 
Israel's self-styled "security 
zone” in South Ldianon. The 
“securi^ zone” is pairoUed by 
the Israeli-sponsored “South 
Lebanon Army (SLA)” and hun- 
dreds of Israeli troops (See story 
am page 2). 

Residents said ambulances 
with sirens wafling rushed to fee 
scene, but full details of fee rad 
were not immediately available. 

Local radio stations said the 
raidmg jets met wife heavy anti- 
aiTcraft madunegim fire.

high time to convene an Arab 
summit to resolve Arab differ- 
ence because the world will not 


understand or sympathise mth 
our causes as long as the Arab 
Worid remains dismembeFed.” 

Sheikh Mohammad empha- 
sised fee need to arrive at a joint 
Arab formula governing Arab 
political action vis-a-vis major 
problems that fee Arab Nation is 
facing. 

“T1\e delicate situation current- 
ly prevafling in the Arab region 
warrants that the Arabs rise 
above petty differenees and real- 
ise the dangerous dimeemons cif 
the current divisions which are 
diverting them from achieving 
their naDonal goals,” he said. 

The Bahraini minister urged ah 


immediate halt to fee almost 
seven-year-old Irau-lraq war and 
called for every possible effort to 
reach an end to fee bloody con- 
fiia to avert “fee unjustifiable 
bloodshed and the wastage of 
material resources in the two 
warring countries.” 

Sheikh Mohammad said 
Palestinians and Arabs “have to 
define their stands vis-a-vis 
efforts to solve the Palestine 
question including fee proposal 
for hoUfing an international peace 
conference and the future of the 
Palestim'an peo|rie.” He express- 
ed his country’s full support for 
fee legitimate rights of the 


Palestinian people including their 
right of self-detcnnination and the 
establishment of an independent 
PaJestinian state. 

On Thursday, Mr. Kayed and 
Mr. Mahaddin were recefred by 
the emir of Bahrain, Sheikh Isa 
Ibn Salman Al Khalifa. The emir 
praised fee Jordanian leadership 
and people and paid tribute to 
their distir^niished role on fee 
Arab and international levels. 

The emir ei^ressed hope that 
an Arab summit be convened this 
year “on the basis of frankness 
and genuine concern for solving 
the Arab problems and achieving 
national gpals.” 


Jordan will welcome Perez de Cuellar visit 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Official 
sources said Friday that Jordan 
had not received any intimation 
of a visit to the Middle East by 
United Nations Secretary-Gener- 
al Perez de Cuellar for talks on 
convening an uitemational oon- 
forenoe, but said fee Kingdom 
would welcome such a move ^ 
the U.N. cbief. 

A senior official, asked to com- 
ment on reports ffom New York 
that Mr. Perez de Cuellar was 
considering a visit to the Middle 
East, said Jordan was not aware 
of any such plans. But, he said, 
“it will be a welcome develop- 
ment.” The official spolte to tte 
Jordan Times on condition of 
anonymi^. 

Other sources discounted the 
possibility that Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar would visit fee region 
before the slated April 1 meeting 
in Tunis of Arab foreign minis- 
ters. The Tunis meeting is ex- 
pected to discuss renented in- 
terest in convening an interna- 
tional conference on fee Middle 
East under U.N. auspices, 
attended by aD parties involved 


fee Arab-Israeli conflict. The 
proposal for such a conference 
gained additional momentum af- 
ter the European Community 
(ECJ) endorsed it last month. 

Sources quoted by Reuter said 
Wednesday that Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar believed if there was no 
progress this year towards an 
Anb-lsraeb settlement, 1988 can 
be counted out, because it is a 
presidential election year in the 
United States. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar, who was 
mandated by the U.N. General 
Assembly to promote fee plan for 
a conference under U.N. au- 
spices, talked with members 
of fee Security Coundl about the 
idea which Israel opposes, the 
sources said. 

He met delegates of the five 
permanent members — - the Un- 
ited States, the Soviet Union, 
France, Britain and China — but 
his talks have yet to be completed 
with the 10 elected members. 

The source said Mr. Perez de 
Cuellar was mtrigued by an inter- 
view this week in Tunis with 
Palestine Liberation C>rKarusa- 


tioD (PLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafot, who said Palestinian rep- 
resentation at the conference 
need not be by the PLO. 

“Why say the PLO? It is not 
necessary to say the PLO, 1 am 
against feis answer,” Mr. Arafat 
said in fee interview whb a Reu- 
ter correq>ondent. 

The secretary general may 
want clarification of this position, 
which is a departure from the 
previous PLO line, fee source 
s^. 

Ln the interview Mr. Arafat 
was optiniistic about a prepara- 
tory meeting of fee five perma- 
nent memtters of the Security 
Coundl before a wider confer- 
ence. But Mr. Perez de Qiellar 
does not share feat optimism, the 
source said.

“No, I would not go down tiiat 
jama road again,” he said Thur^ 
day when if be would again 
sell arms to Iran in order to 
estaUish contact wife “moderate 
dements” in Tehran and free 
U.S. hostages in Lebanon. 

But Mr. Rea^, appearing in 
control as he fielded questions 
purely for the first time in four 
months about die scandal that has 
rocked his presidency, vowed to 
oontinne to seek better ties with 
Iran and ex|riore “every legiti- 
mate means^'to secure the ru- 
le^ of the American hostages 
held by pro-Iranian ele m e n ts.

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Rawabdeh outlines projects and 
plans of Greater Amman Council

AMMAN — The Greater Am- 
man Council (GAC) Mayor 
Abdul Ra'ouf A1 Rawabdeh has 
said that he expected the coun- 
cil's fiscal budget to reach JD 30 
million. “The budget has not yet 
been drafted, but I expect it to 
reach JD 30 million.” Mr. 
Rawabdeh told a press confer- 
ence on Thursday. 

“The former Amman Munid- 
pality budget, which grouped 
nine districts, was put at JD 25 
million for 1986 and with the new 
area additions. I expect it to 
reach this sum,” he said, adding 
that the GAC's i};venues come 
from fees for public services, 
licensing, JD 2 million from re- 
venues on crude oil and a JD 3 
million government subsidy. 

The four-year term GAC 
groups 14 munidpalities and 11 
villages around Amman. It was 
fonned in January 1987 after Par-, 
liameni introduced necessary 
amendments to the 1987 munidp- 
al law and a Royal Decree named 
51 senior Jordanian officials, 
heads of munidpalitie.s and vil- 
lages. notables and private sector 
figures as members of the- 
coundl. 

The GAC. he said, was a 
pioneering model in developing 
local administration and in setting 
up a precedent for a regional 
planning unit. 

Its present duties, which are 
carried out in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Planning, follow a 
two-pronged approach: to offer 
munidpal services such as paving 
roads, pavements etc., and to 
revive the cultural and artistic 
heritage such as holding festivals 
and opening new libraries, said 
Mr. Rawabdeh. 

The GAC was set up in re- 
sponse to the rapid population 
growth, the spread of unplanned 
urbanisation, rendering the pro- 
vision of public services and plan- 
ning for urban schemes difficult 
to achieve, and to remove duplic- 
ity of work amongst the con- 
cerned munidpalities. 

Two stages 

The coundl will undergo two 
transitional stages before the pro- 
cess is completed. The first stage 
started with the coundl's forma- 
tion and involves the take over of 
duties in the areas included. Dur- 
ing this four-year stage, member 
fflunidpaliries will be dissolved 
and land* allotted in accordance 
with population and size. The 
second stage paves the way for the 
transformation of the GAC areas 
into new municipalities and 
citizens will elect their own 
leaders. 

Later, a coundl for the Greater 
Amman area will be formed in- 
cluding all municipalities and 
heads of planning and services 
departments in the government. 

In reply to a question. Mr. 
Rawabdeh said the final form of 


the coundl will be nine sub- 
munidpaiities to offer public ser- 
vices and the central municipal- 
ity, to function as a regional 
planning unit for all areas. 

He expected chat the current 
munidpal law would be amended 
to enable leaders of the nine sub- 
municipalities 10 be elected by' 
their constituents and later be- 
come members of the GAC. 

Mr. Rawabdeh's almost two- 
hour meeting with the press, his 
first following the coundl's crea- 
tion. also touched on the services 
offered to Amman’s eastern 
areas, traffic congestion in the. 
downtown area. licensing fees, 
road interseccion projects and 
present plans. Mr. Rawabdeh has 
been serving as mayor since 1983. 

Various press columns and 
complaints lodged by dtizens in 
the capitals eastern sector — 
Marka. Nuzha. Nasr, Wihdat 
etc.. — have pictured Amman 
Munidpallty as failing to provide 
the same standard of services as 
in Amman's western areas of 
Shmeisani, Abdoun, etc.. 

The capital's population is esti- 
mated at one million, with over 
60 per cent of the populatiou in 
the capital's eastern sectors. 

Refuting these allegations, Mr. 
Rawabdeh said that the volume 
of public services offered to the 
eastern area quantitatively ex- 
ceeded those o^red to the west- 
ern side. Amman Munidpality 
“can not beautify” the eastern 
sector on the level as that of the 
western side due “to the building 
modes followed in that area and 
because of it being one of the 
capital's oldest quarters,” he 
said. 

“The way people live in the 
western sector, the sodal infeas- 
tructure," does not concern ±e 
GAC, which is mainly responsi- 
ble for offering public services, 
Mr. Rawabdeh said. 

“The difference in the way of 
life on both sides is determined 
by the sodal infrastructure. But 
that does not suggest that prapie 
in the western quarter are richer 
than those living on the eastern 
end. They might be equally rich, 
but the difference is their sodal 
way of living, which does not 
concern the GAC. whose prime 
responsibilities centre .on.osering 
public services." he said. 

In re^nse to. suggestions that 
building licence fees required by 
the GAC at present are hi^er 
than those asked for by the pre- 
vious munidpalities. the mayor 
said such remarks were untrue. 
“In fact, licensing fees asked for 
by the GAC are much lower than 
those taken by the previous muni- 
dpalities,'’ he said. 

He showed reporters a balance 
sheet on fees for building licences 
in the GAC — whose total area 
covers 510 square kilometres ' — 
to support his remarks. 

The GAC's asphalting prog- 
ramme for thi:: year entails 
asphalting and maintaining a total 
area of two million square 
metres. Mr. Rawabdeh revealed 
that the GAC's motto for this 


year was '*1987: A year for safe 
traffic.” 

Traffic lights, s^ns 

Explaining^ more, be said the 
GAC will mark with cat-eyes a 
total of 120 kilometres of road 
networks, will set up new traffic 
lights and traffic signs, will mark 
lanes on roads, as well as building 
pavements and road islands. 

The GAC, he said, was prepar- 
ing the traffic signs in its own 
workshop and in accordance with 
international standards for these 
signs. He said the Prime Ministry 
on Wednesday endorsed a new 
short and long term scheme for 
the oiganisation of traffic in the 
downtown area at costs of JD 2 
million and JD 20 million respec- 
tively. 

The Cabinet's endorsement of 
the two-phase plan was based on 
recommendations made by the 
GACs technical committee in 
cbaige of forming a comprehen- 
sive development plan for the 
Greater Amman area until the 
year 2005. 

New gart»ge dump 

He also said that a new 1 .000 
dunum ^rbage dump has been 
selected in the area tetween the 
Ruseifa phosphate mines and 
Zarka to be used in the coming 
six months. The new site, to 
replace a 20-year old garbage 
dump will use the process of 
land-fill dumping after garbage is 
compressed. He said expenses 
foe garbage collection and dump- 
ing at the present site cost almost 
JD 3.5 million a year. 

On possible plans for a com- 
prehensive rain-w'ater drainage 
system for the Amman area. Mr. 
Rawabdeh said a preliminary 
study for solving the problem 
showed that a total of JD 400 
million was needed to implement 
such a system. But based on our 
lists of priorities, such a compre- 
hensive scheme is not feasible. 
Therefore, we have set up a 
department for water construc- 
tion to offer partial solutions and 
services to rain water accumula- 
tion in a number of the area's 
quarters at an annual cost of JD 
.200, CKK), he continued.

enOe, Mrr Rawabdeh add a num- 
bcr<rfthe-GreaterAmrt»affl Muni- 
cipality offidals accompanied re- 
porters on a field trip to projects 
launched by the municipality. 
The tour included visits to the 12 
dunum Hasbimieh park in down- 
town Amman, the new taxi and 
bus parking area, a site to up- 
grade the army's load near the 
Mahatta area, the Mahatta com- 
prehensive commercial centre, Al 
Nasr integrated coiimiunity ser- 
vice centre which is run by the 
Nasr ladies' society, and the new 
Basman distria building which 
will serve . as a model for future 
town halls and municipality build- 
ings. and the work site of the 
.sports city road intersection pro- 
ject.

people. 

The council's decision said that 
JD 200,000 will be invested in 
real estate, shares of different 
companies, the Jordan Cement 
Industry Factory, the Jordan Pet- 
roleum Refinery Company, the 
Jordanian Phosphate Mines 
Company, the aluminium indus- 
tries and in the purchase of Cen- i 


tral Bank development bonds. ' 

At a later stage the NAF will 
deposit JD 270,000 in Jordanian 
banks for periods running up to 
sbe months as the search for other 
areas of investments continue, 
the council's statement said on 
Tlmrsday. 

The decision was taken at a 
meeting held under the chair- 
manship of Minister of Labour 
and Social Development Khaled 
Al Haj Hassan. It said that the 
JD 470,(X)0 sum will come from 
the NAPs budget for the current 
year. 


AMMAN ().T.) — A Sudan^ 
trade and economic delegation 
has left for home at the end of a 
four-day visit to Jordan and talks 
on promoting Sudanese-Jorda- 
nian trade relations which cul- 
minated in signing a protocol on 
regulating trade.

Dudin, Khatib 
brief Soviet 
team on 
occupied 
territories 

AMMAN (Petra) — A Soviet 
delegation from the Institute of 
African Studies in Moscow on 
Thursday held talks with Minister 
of Occupied Territories Affairs 
Marwan Dudin and Minister of 
Information Mohammad Al Kba- 
llb. The talks centred on die 
Middle East issue, current de- 
velopments and initiatives for a 
lasting peace. 

Mr. Dudin spoke about Jor- 
dan'.s continued aid to the people 
of the occupied Arab territories 
to enhance their steadfastness in 
the face of Israel's inhuman mea- 
sures. The minister also reviewed 
the continued aid and services 
Jordan extends to Palestinian re- 
fugees in the East Bank in coop- 
eration with United Nations Re- 
lief and Works Agency 
(UNRWA). . 

The minister also spoke about 
Israel's drive to evict the indige- 
nous Arab population from their 
homeland, its confiscation, .of 
Arab territory and homes and its 
attempts to change the character 
of the Arab territory. So far, he 
said, the Israelis have set up 195 
settlements on Arab land on the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip, 
housing more than 200,000 new 
Jewish settlers. The Israelis have 
confiscated' nearly-balf of 'ttie- 
lotal area of land owned-by Arab 
pe^fein the territory under their 
coritrcrt.' 

For this reason. Mr. Dudin said 
Jordan plans to implement a five- 
year economic and social de- 
velcmment plan to help improve 
the living conditions of the Arab 
people under Israeli rule and the 
Kingdom will continue the drive 
to achieve a lasting settlement 
through an. international confer- 
ence which could help implement 
United Nations Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338. 

During their meeting with Mr. 
Khatib, the delegation were 
briefed on the Arab-IsraLl: con- 
flict and the need for convening 
an international conference to 
settle the Palestine problem. 


Sudanese sesame, raw leather, 
white com. mango juice concen- 
trates. cotton and spices.

TTie protocol was signed by 
Under Secretary of the Ministry 
of Industry and Trade Moham- 
mad Al Saqqaf and his Sudanese 
counterpart, Mr. Omar Abu 
Zuid. 

During their stay in the King- 
dom. the Sudanese delegation 
members toured industrial 
businesses and held talks with 
government officials, the Federa- 
tion of Jordanian Oambers of 
Industry and Trade and Jorda- 
nian businessmen. 


Road accidents, food 
poisoning claim 10 lives 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The past 
week witnessed the death of nine 
persons and the injury of many 
others in road accidents and as a 
result of food poisoning. 

One of the road accidents in- 
volved a bus carrying school girls 
and their teachers on an outing in 
the north of the country. The 
accident, which occurred on the 
Irbid-Himmeh road on the return 
journey, resulted in the death of 
the driver 4U-year-old Hussein 
Abdul Hadi and the injury of 23 
teachers and students, all from 
rhe Mazar girls school. 

In another incident, one stu- 
dent from ibn Zaidoun prepara- 
tory school in Irbid died and 13 of 
his friends were taken to hospital 
in Ma'an .as a result of food 
poisoning during a trip to Petra. 
The body of the student. Hikmat 
Midhat. was brought to Amman's 
Al Bashir hospital for an autopsy 


and the remainder of the stu- 
dents, who said they had eaten 
canned food, arc being treated at 
Ma'an government hospital. Dr. 
Tareq Afram. who supervised the 
treatment at the hospital, said 
that all except one student re- 
mained for further treatment for 
food poisoning. 

The Public Security Depart- 
ment (PSD) issued a bulletin re- 
porting the death of seven people 
and the injury of 1 IS as a resuit of 
299 road accidents in the King- 
dom. The weekly report said that 
192 accidents took place in the 
Amman region, 2*1 in Zarqa. 25 
in Irbid. 18 in the Badia. II in 
Karak. 11 in Balqa, seven in 
Mafraq. four in Ma'an. three in 
Tafileh and three in Aqaba dis- 
tricts. The report said that the 
figures register a drop of 4. 1 per 
cent over the figures for the 
previous week. 


Ministry completes study on 
energy saving in industry 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Minis- 
try of Energy and Mineral Re- 
sources has completed a 12- 
month detailed study on the sav- 
ing and rationalisation of energy 
consumption in large factories 
and industrial companies. 
According to the study, its re- 
commendations. if implemented. 
Icould save JD. 2.5 .milium ianauaUy 
as' a result of a redoCriioh in 
consumption b'y snmcr in- 
dustries. 

The study, prepared in coop- 
eration with a world consulting 
company, covered the Jordan 
Petroleum Refinery Company 
(JPRQ, the Jordan Phosphate 
Mines Company (JPMC), the 
Jordan Lime and Bricks Com- 
pany, the Jordan Glass Factories 
Company, the Jordan Ceramic 
Factories Company, the Jordan 
Cement Factories Company 
(JCFC). the Arab Potash Com- 
pany and the National Iron and 
Steel Company. 

The study came up with several 


recommendaiio.is which it said 
would save energy consumption 
at these industries. The recom- 
mendations included: reduang 
wasted thermal energy by using 
good thermal insulation, mod- 
ernising the equipment used, re- 
placing old equipment which con- 
sumesJaige amounts of energy, 
improving operation techniques 
as well as ex()lt)iting'i;he heal of 
exhaust gas in heating primary 
materials, besides other niea- 


A number of companies co- 
vered in the study have st-jrtea 
taking measures and prepanng 
the necessaiy technical designs tu 
implement the recommendations 
of the study. 

The Arab Potash Company, 
the National Iron and Steel Com- 
pany and the Jordan Lime and 
Bricks Company, for instance, ex- 
pect to save JD 819.0UU annually 
as a result of applying the recom- 
mendations of the Ministry of 
Energy study.

Bonnet met with a number of Jordanian officials to find out about 
Israeli violations and malpractices against educational and cultu- 
ral institutions in the occupied Arab territories. 

AOAS opens 41st session today 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Arab Organisation of Administrative 
Sciences (AOAS) will open its 41st session today in Aqaba. 
During its five-day meetings the council will discuss a number of 
topics including a report on the organisation's achievements over 
the past year. A new director general for the organisation, which 
groups 20 Arab states, will elected during the meetings. 

Arab Jurists’ bureau convenes today 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordanian Jurists Association (JJA) will 
take part in the meetings of the Arab jurists union permanent 
bureau which will open today in the Iraqi capital of Baghdad. 
During its three-day meetings, the bureau will discuss the current 
Arab situation and the union's stand on these issues. Participants 
will also discuss holding seminars on the independence of a 
unified Arab civil law and trade union freedom. A new secretary 
general and two assistant secretaries general for the union will be 
elected during the meeting. 

Haj Hassan meets power station workers 

AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of Labour and Social Development 
Khaled Al Haj Hassan on Thursday met with a delegation 
representing the union of workers in Egyptian power stations. 
The delegation's leader paid tribute to Jordan for employing 
Egyptian workers and tbe hospitaUty accorded to them in the 
Kingdom.

JIMMY Carter, foe architect of the Camp David accords between 
Israel and Egypt is on a tour of foe ^ddle East region, and foe 
Arabs are advised to look on his tour with a great measure of 
suspicion.

It is rather 
difficult for such a man who has a zero crefobility in this region to 
adiieve any thing in this matter, a man who had earlier failed to 
secure the release of the American hostages at the U.S. embassy in 
Tehran. Mr. Carter should luiow that U.S. f^lure in achieving 


anything at all in our region is due to Washington's policies, and the 
■ o1>> 


esc^ation of violence and the kidnaf^og o! American and other 
hostages is a natural reaction by extremist groups to America's 
continued support for foe aggressors and the enemies of Justice. 
America's credibility can return only when Wasltington opts for a 
sound course of action that leads to a lasting peace.* 


AI Dustour: Deceiving decision 


ISRAEL'S relations with South Africa are so close and strong that it 
IS impossible for foe Jewish state to implement its decision of ceasing 
deals with foe Pretoria regime. Israel has taken this decision with the 
clear purpose of improving its own image before the U.S. public 
opinion, and foe U.S. Congress which has started to adopt a hostile 
attitude towards South Africa. Israel’s decision can only mean 
another ploy and another link in foe long series of Zionist attempts to 
maintain strong U.S.-Israeli relations and secret ties with the vriiite 
regime in Pretoria. It is only a deceit of the American publfo opinion 
and serves as a measure to escape of punishment by U.S. Congress 
n^ich has the power of offering or denying Tel Aviv more aid. The 
Israeli decision is no more than a kind of appeasement for 
Washington and could never be implemented since both Israel and

Issues of development: Education and the rote system 


QUANTITATIVELY, Jordan's achievements in tire field of 
education are impressive. Qnalitatively too, Jordan’s educational 
system has been succesdiil foo^ there .temains room for 
improvemenL It is a system that is ^ood for the excellent student 
whose mind is so versatile and imagination so active that it breaks 
foe barriers erected foe rote ^em. Bnt then sn^ a mind is 
creative under any qrstem. It is also a rarity that wiD break loose 
however immense may be the handicaps fdaoed before it For foe 
average student, it teaches conservatism, how to get by, how not to 
be Dotic^ not to create. For tiie poor student, ^ sy^em^ is 
discouraging since it provides for no coordination between mind 
and body a^ sinoe hs focus is stripy on the c^iadty of the mind to 
memorise. Not every mind is adept at tins; not every mind can be 
pressed into such a pattern. For those students who cannot, 
frustration and rebelliousness replace the desire to learn. School 
hours become a dread and tiie teacher b^xmies the focus of 
Amative anthority — an anthoiity to be fear^ and mistrusted. 

By defim'tion the rote system teaches in the abstract. Because of 
the lack of experimentation, the necessary tools, fadlftias and 
laboratories in most of our spools, a foliation impeded by foe twin 
constraints of foe need for ezpansioD, quantitatively, and foe 
paucity of material resonrees and trained teadieis, the knowledge 
i mparted, even in the sdenoes, fr also abstract. What we need is an 
expansion of our facilities so we can teach our dnldreo in such a 
way that they will remember what foey learned and how they 
learned it As of now, the vast majoti^ of our stndents are not 


involved in the process of edneation and therefore most cannot 
relate to it or their majority, are simfdy receptades for 
uhom foe process of education is another nnplessant expericDce to 
be endured.

Time for UNRWA to move

ONE glim aspect of the terrible 
tn^jedy of foe begged Palesti- 
nian refugee camps in Lebanon is 
that foe U.N. organisation with 
responsibdity for foe refrigees has 
its dedsioD-making headquarters 
in far away ‘N^enna. The one good 
tiling that could come out of the 
camp battles would be a dedrion 
by UNRWA to move itself back 
into the region where its charges 
live and suffer. 

The United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency ftir Palestine Re- 
fogiea, was established in I9S0 
with its regional beadquartets in 
Beirut. It remained foere until 
1S76 when, durihg. foe second 
year of tiie Lebai^e dvil war, 
hfe became not only difficult but 
dangerous for both its interna- 
tional and locally-recnuted staff, 
most of them Palestinians. Accor- 
dingly the decision was taken in 
June 1976 to move the headquar- 
ters, on a strictly temporary basis, 
into foe new U.N. centre bmlding 
in Vienna. 

This large and impressive com- 
plex on the banks of foe Danube 


was the brainchild of the then 
U.N. Secretaiy-General Kurt 
Waldheim. To bring a sizeable 
chunk of the U.N. to Vienna, 
with all the accompanying pre- 
stige, glamour and foreign ex- 
change, was part of the Wal- 
dheim's long term campaign to 
become the chancellor, or at least 
foe president, of Austria. Unfor- 
tunately Geneva had a head start 
over Vienna as a U.N. headquar- 
ters, so for quite some time only a 
few U.N. or;^nisations mo^ 
foeir offices into foe Vienna com- 
plex. 

UNRWA moved back to 
Beirut in November 1977, but 
wifo law and order deteriorating 
the idea of moving again began to 
be considered by n^l978. Tbe 
planning was based on the pre- 
mise that this time the move out 
of Beirut would be “temporary" 
but long term because inrand-ont 
moves affected efficiency. Am- 
man was seriously considered, 
but as at that time Jordan’s capit- 
al was frill of other refugees from 
Lebanon there was litde accom- 


modation available. No other 
Arab capital was seriously consi- 
dered — and with good reason. 


Ibere was, however, one coun- 
tiy in foe region wfaidi Ul^WA 
simply refill to consider as a 


U.N. building. So the Cyprus 
option was turned aside. The only 
“real" reason ^ven was that Cyp- 
rus was a dmded country and 
that '’anythu^ ou^ luq^n”, 
which it has not.

Afrikaans university provides unlikely setting for rebellion

Fi'ELLENBOSCH, Soufo Afri- 
c-i — An academic rebellion is 
simmering in the intellectual 
home of apartheid. 

It was amid tbe gracious build- 
ings and oak-lined avenues of 
Stellenbosch University foat a 
sociology profesror named Hen- 
drik Verwoerd began to devise a 
formal ideology of radal separa- 
tion. 

As prime minister in tbe late 
19S0s and 19^, he was to imple- 
ment his ideas in the system of 
.South African laws known as 
apartheid. 

Earlier in its history, Stellen- 
bosch fought British colonial in- 
fluence for foe ri^t to teach in 
Afrikaaiu, foe putch-based lan- 
guage of most Soufo African 
whites. 

Stellenbosch has also produced 
most of the leaders of South 
Africa’s National Party (W), 


n 

to defend Afrikaans culture 
througiL radal separation. The 
university’s chancellor ' is Soufo 
African Presideat P.W. Botha. 

But foe universi^ has now 
produced a group of rebel 
academics who want Verwoerd's 
successors to allow free assoda- 
tion and pjve the black majority 
real politic power. 

They say that foe party's cur- 
rent leadmriiip may have eased 
apartheid, but that it has now 
stop]ted thinking. 

It is a message whidi many of 
foeir 14,000 students — all but 
400 of them white — may find 
hard to accept 

They include foe children of 
cabinet ministers. They come to 
Stellenbosch because it is presti- 
gious to be a made — a m'c^ame 
its Students may have acquired- 
from foe Afrika^ maar (friend . 
or pal) or, less favourably, from 
tamate (tomato) after their vivid 
maroon blazers. 

Founded in 1881, Stellenbosdi 


is foe oldest of five Afrikaans- 
ianguage campuses, famous for 
rugby — foe univerri^ rugby club 
has 1,400 members — and'idylli- 
caliy rituated. 

It ties in a broad vall^ where 
white settlers arrived 300 yors 
ago to find an oasis, only 30 miles 
b^ond foeir base in Cape Town, 
protected by spectacular moun- 
tain ranges. 

The town tbat ^w up foere as 
a settler outpost is now a relaxed 
and prosperous centre for foe 
.Cape wine industry.

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High school English curriculum; The need for revision

OUR high sdiool stadents’ pofoimaiice in F-n^h has worsened 
DOticMbly over die past decade. .7^ is indeed, somewhat 
suipiising, snoe.fhe ycin m questkm covered vnth the introducdoD 
and implMientation of our 3 nadmal development plans. 'One 
would have expected die efforts die govetnmait exerted in the 
realm of En^ishteadiiQg — s^iefa met with remarkaUe success in 
other parallel ^eres — to have yielded better results. Unfortu- 
nately, however, tb^ have not 

has undeniably been snooesses in wmt respects. The 
smdent*s piDnnndatioa, for instance, has generally become.' mme 
realise, ms readmg.capability more satis^oty, and his oompre- 
bension move acceptable. Ftardieimore, his command of vocabul- 
ary is quite good and ^etinies even improve. 

Such improvement, however, is only partial, and the overall 
picture contiues' to look grim. There are at our univefsities EngUdi 
majors, in their scqdioiiim and jumor years, who (and I am not 
exaggeiatm^ cannot produce a single sh^ sentence. Most may be 
able to express them^ves in simple sentences, but few are able to 
come iq) with *'comjdex” or *'Gomponnd*' ones.

The causes of the •problem, thou^ admittedly varied and 
iiiteiconnected, are not difficult to pmpoinL One mi^t expect 
them to extend to the heart of the tesu±^ philosophy , but in fact 
do not. Jordan's philosophy of educadon is not omy one of the 
most progressive in the Arab World, but also one ^ the most 
dynaiiw. The strateaes are coostantiy evaluated, updated, and 
revised. This is indeed a healthy approai^ and a source of pride for 
ns 

The fulure is not in tlm dieoiy, foen, bm in the application. 
There are in my cminion two main causes, one relate to the 
curriculnm itself and the other (which I shall address next ««ek) to 
the instnictor. 

The high school English cuziicolam, thou^ in ma^ ways 
po^ve and even effective, has nonetheless one eri{mlifl| flaw 
friiidi affects die student's overall performance quite drasQcaDy. 
The syllabus is compos^ of a “course” book — containing reading 
fiassages followed a list of the difficult words and their meaning, 
compreh^on exercises, and "stmctuie” exercises and drills — 
and an “antbdogy,” oomprisuig a variety of literary passages 
selected from several genres (poems, short stones, novels, etc.) 
followed by comprehanaon and azuly^ questions. 

Even a hasty ^ance at the syQabus will reveal its clear bias — and 
drawbadc. All oomiioneats are geared toward developing the 
student's conqnebensioa. Whether this is deliberate or simply 
inadvertent one cannot tell. The vocabulary section, the exercUes, 
and the general questions aim to check the student’s grasp of frets 
and famniari fy with the idioms. This the unpro\wment 


^ken of earlier. Indeed, there is nothing wrong with sudi a bias or 
emphasis (and it is at some level positive) except that it detraefr 
from other ciudal aspects of the student's perfommnoe, mainly his 
expression. 

Grammar is obviously neglected. The “structure" exercises are 
simply DO good. True, th^ do contain some grammar, but what 
they contain is dther too li^, too idiosyncratic (i.e. inelevant and 
difficult even for a native speaker), too edeede, or extremely 
lacking m continuity and logic. Expression is the major problem. 
’For our students to overcome it. they need a thorongb acquaintance 
with the fundamentals of language structure. To pr^uce sharp, 
solid sentence, they have to muster the basic grammatical patterns. 
I do not really know why the cuniculum was designed in such a 
manner. It may be that those who planned it have too much frith in 
foe etementaiy and preparatoiy sdioo! ^Uabus. They may be ultra 
modernist, who find traditionm grammar distasteful. 

Whatever the rationale, h is dear that the curriculum needs some 
revifion. What 1 propose is a minor diange. I suggest that foe 
“stractore” section be deleted and replaced with a booklet which 
contains lessons in pure, traditional grammar: sections on the 
tenses, conditionals, question types, the passive and the active 
voice, etc. The booklet should perhafs be divided into three 
volumes, to correspond with the three secondary years, and foe 
material shonld be selected and arranged in accordance with foe 
concepts of eomprehensiveness, graduation and continuity. 

The remedy is simple, the revision is {laitial, but the result will, I 
am sure, be quite drastic. 


NASA powers up fastest computer to design superplanes

MOUNTAIN VIEW, California 
— A major revolntion in aviation 
history has just occurred — in 
what looks like a fishbowi filled 
with bubbles and tanked wires, 
and just four feet square. 

America's dreams of airplanes 
that orbit foe earth and 21st- 
century spaceships depend on 
what U.S. sdentists say is the 
world's most powerfiil computer, 
recently dedicated by foe Nation- 
al Aeronautics and Space Admi- 
nistration (NASA). 

Sdentists said dm^c^ent of 
the new computer ^stem, known 
as foe numerical aerodynamic 
simolatioo (NAS), or Cray-2, 
ranked with the Wri^t Brothers' 
first flight. 

The supercomputer looks like a 
giant fishbowi, and is filled with 
bubblittg dear liquid, thousands 
of computer chips and a tangle of 
r^. while and blue wires. 


The ^em, housed at NASA's 
Ames Research Centre, operates 
in a ^ass shell filled with a 
cooling liquid. 

NASA officials said while 
Orville and 'Vrabur Wright's flight 
in 1903 at Kitty Hawk, North 
Carolina, was the first revolution, 
and the widespread introduction 
in the 1930s of wind tunnels to 
test aircraft was the second, the 
Cray-2 is the third revolution of 
flight 

The SlOO-nuUion superarmpu- 
ter went into full op^ation this 
month, and sdentists around the 
country are already working at 
video terminals connected to it. 

The computer is so speedy that 
it can make 2S0 n^on computa- 
tions a second and so powerful 
that it is equivalent to running 
50,000 persona] computers sunul- 
taneously.

“It will be devoted to pioneer- 
research in aeronautical phy- 
sics and will help us to solve 
problems more rapidly, more 
effideutly and more effectively 
than . we ever could with wind 
tunnels alone,” Fletcher said. 

The computer centre, located 
in the Silicon Valley a few hun- 
dred yards from the world's 
largest wind tunnel, will comple- 
ment, not eliminate, wind tun- 
nels, say sa'entists. 

Because the supercomputer 
and its peripheral devices gener- 
ate so much beat, NA^A built a 
special computer building with a 
cooling cajiacity of 2,^ tonnes 
of ice a day. The liqtdd that keeps 
the Cray-2 cool is a non-oonduc- 
tive nnxture of chemicals also 


used as artificial plasma in hu- 
mans. 

To move the voluminous data 
between the supercomputer and 
its storage devices and graphics 
terminals, the sdentists de- 
veloped a system to transfer the 
equivalent of a 2S0-{)age book in 
less than one hundimth of a 
second. 

It would take more than an hour 
to do the same thing on a stan- 
dard home or office computer. 

Airplane and craft desig- 
ners are already using the compu- 
ter to find the best configuraooo 
for what Preskleot Rugan called 
“the orient express,” a hyperso- 
nic plane foat could fly from the 
United States to Japan in two 
hours. 

A flying model of foe plane is 
to be ready in 10 years or less. 

Sdentists also plan to design 
the next space shuttles using the 
Cray-2. When the present shut- 
tles were built, en^eers spent 


more than 50,000 hours testing 
designs in wind tunnels, an ex- 
pensive method they called “cut 
and try.” 

Now they can design craft on 
computer screens and test per- 
formance before building a mod- 
el. The computer will check air 
flow, turbulence and engine per- 
formance. 

Many of the problems of de- 
signing aircraft for the 21st-cen- 
tury are so complex that only 
supercomputers can solve them. 
NASA sdentists said. 

Hie system set up so that sden- 
tists at aJJ major aerospace com- 
panies, universities and other re- 
search centres can use it via tele- 
communications hookups. Ninety 
per cent of its time is earmarked 
for aeronautics the rest will be 
used for other disdplines, such as 
meteorology and astronomy. 

The Department of Defence 
has been r^ocaied about IS per 
cent of the computer time. 




Pakistan’s ‘white goid’ is key exchange earner

KARACHI — When Ali^^taDder 
foe Great marched into the Indus 
Valley in 326 B.C., one of bis 
genei^ noted that the local (leo- 
^e spniu fine dothing from a 
“vcgcftable wool" taken from a 
plant. 

The pro|)erties of the plant had 
been known long before foe 
Greek invaders arrived, accord- 
ing to arcfaaeolo^sts. 

Excavations of Mohenjo- 
Daro, a vast rained dty by Indus 
River, show traces of fabric made 
from foe same material dating 
back to 3,000 B.C. — cotton. 

The Indus Valiey regained 
something of its former glory as a 
cotton centre last year when 
Pakistan became foe world's big- 
gest exporter of the ever-popular 
fibre. 

Wifo the United States tempor- 
arily withdrawn frtra the market 
bemuse of (owurioes, Palostao 
sold some 6M,0w tonnes of raw 
cotton hi 1985/86, more than 
twice its previous record. 

It accounted for more tiian 
ohe-9Xth of Pakistan's export 
earnings, a vital contribution for 
a country whose imports are 
worth more than twice as much as 
eaqxuts. If cotton-based textiles 
are induded, cotton’s share of 
eiqxirts rises to half. 


. But wifo world sullies vastly 
•exceedii^ demand, me Ifrldstani 
cotton industiy is going to have to 
' work hard to repeat its success 
and retrin its share of the market. 

Ibe message was ^Ued out at 
a recent seminar in Karachi, de- 
voted to what officials tike to call 
I^i^an's “white gold.” 

The problem is that until re- 
cently Ifrkistan had no system for 
dass^^ing and grading its cotton. 
This meant foat any bale could 
contain a variety types and 
qu^tiea of cottou, causing diffi- 
culty and eiqieose for a textile 
manufreturer. 

“In the. past, export buyers in 
{Muticular have not had a great 
deal ^ confidence in foe types 
and qualities of cotton lint 
offered and deUvered to them," 
Rafique Akfaund, head of the 
state Cotton Export Corporation 
(CEQ told foe seminar. 

This tneant that Pakistani cot- 
ton could only command a price 
as mudi as a fifth below its true 
value, a loss to the country of 
some S75 million a year on cur- 
rent turnover, he said. 

To tadde the problem, the 
United Nations set up a prgOTaor- 
me in 1964 to introduce a sys^ 
of cotton standards and grading, 
and train local mqpeits to do the 
ciassifyfrg. 

A system of six grades, de- 
signed for local ebuditions, was 


established and introduced in 
almost 100 of the country's 600- 
odd ginning factories. This 
graded cotton has' already begun 
to fetch prices up to 15 {>er cent 
higher. 

But offidals acknowledge that 
there is a long way to go and a 
cotton standards institute is being 
set up to police and control a 
permanent grading system. 

Pakistan is fortunate in foe 
type of cotton which grows here, 
according to Raymond E. Fort, 
director of the U.N. Food and 
Agriculture Organisation (FAO) 
{irojcct. 

It is strong and well-suited for 
blending with synthetic fibres us- 
ing the new technologies with 
whi^ such dynamic economies as 
T^wan, Hong Kong, Japan and 
Sngapore have conquered the 
textile markets, be said. 

“Paldstaiu cotton would con- 
tinue to sell without the institute 
because it's good,” he told Reu- 
ters. “But tlK {irice will be low." 

“The Far East has succeeded 
by quality — Pakistan needs to be 
poim for the new markets in foe 
ex^osive economic growth of the 
Far East,” be said. 

The move to improve quality 
was spurred partly by the dis- 
appearance of Pakistan's main 
market China, which emerged 
itself as a major exporter and

United Nations report blames banks 
for prolonging Third World debt crisis 


UNITED NATIONS (OPECNA) — loteniatioiia] 
banks art mostly to blame for proionging the debt 
crisis in the devdoping world, accordii^ to a report 
prepared by the U.N. Commission on Transnational 
Corporations* 


' The 27-page document, sut> 
mi tied to the U.N.'s Economic 
and Sodal Council (ECOSOQ, 
says that while lecession in ^e 
industrialised countries during 
Che early 1980s, predpitated the 
crisis, ehflng^ in the behaviour of 
inteinati<Mial banks made things 
worse, according to Kuwait News 
Agency (KUNA). 

The problem was aggravated 
by rising interest rates, as loan 
contracts between developing 
coontries and translational banks 
were tied to floating interest 
rates. 

Entitled “The Role of Trans- 
national Banks: Operations, 
Strategies And Their Effects in 
Developing Countries," the re- 
port notes that during the 1970$ 
«4ien prospects for the export 
eamio^ of crediTworthy develop- 
ing countries somied bright, cre^ 
avaflabilrty was “practically unli- 
mited." 

However, after Mexico sus- 
pended payments to creditor 
banks in 1982, and it became 
clear that a number of debtor 
countries were also fodng severe 
debt-servicing difficulties, 
voulantry financing from the in- 
ternational banks fuactically dis- 
^)peared. 

According to statistics died in 
the report, bmik lenc^g declined 
from S52 bdlion in 1981 to about 
$13 billion in 1985. • 

As a pr<^ortion of total flows 
to devdomg countries, bank 
lending feu from a hi^ of 37.5 
per cent in 1981 to about 16 per 
cent in 1985. 

“Thus the trend towards priva- 
tisation in the external capital 
flows of devblc^g countries that 
can be observed daring the 
period 1970-81 was abniptiy re- 
versed, and. at present bank 
lending represents about the 
same proportion of total external 
ca|»tal flems as it dd in 1970,** 
the report says. 


The drastic reassessment by the 
banks of the creditworthiness of 
iDdebied developing countries 
has been the main foctor bebind 
the dedine in lending to these 
countries, it adds. 

But other characteristics of the 
period ance 1982 have also con- 
tributed fo the waning role of 
international banks in the recyd- 
ing of current account surplnses 
in the world economy, it says. 

On the one hand, savers in 
today’s s^Ius countries prefer 
ro maintain their wealth in stocks 
and bonds rather *Kan m the form 
of bank deposits, the report 
observes. 

On the other band, relatively 
strong growth and large fi««i 
defidts m the United States have 
attracted an increasing share of 
imernatiooal loanable funds to 
that coontry. 

Tbe report notes that interna- 
tional banks have increased their 
direct lending to customers in the 
U.S. and, they have also acted as 
fodiitatOTS of secured l ending by 
establis^g backup facilities for 
borrowers. 

In spite of tbe fact that interna- 
tional banks have been unwilling 
to inaease their exposure to de- 
veloping countries, the debt res- 
cfaedoling agr^n^ts that have 
been conduded since 1982 have 
included disbusements of “new 
money.” 

It points ont that the banks 
have been forced into lending 
more money in the hope of a 
future recovery of their large 
assets in tbe indebted countries. 

According to statistics aocom- 
panyrng the report, the total debt 
of foe Latin American countries 
rose from $330.7 billion in 1982 to 
$372.9 biOfon in 1985. 

Whereas in 1982, 573 per cent 
of the debt was owed to banks, 
foe figure rose to 65.5 per cent by 
foe of 1985, according to the 
n^xxrt. 


“Altbongh in (he debt renego- 
tiation exercises tbe banks have 
sieadfristiy maintain ed their re- 
fusal to reschedule interest pay- 
ments. in artual fact the new 
credits have amounted to the 
capitalisation of a portion Of 
those payments,'* it says. 

“Hew^r, new gross credits 
have been insufSdent to cover 
outflows of interest and repay- 
ment of prmdpal, and the 
as a whole has had to sustain 
heavy negative transfers of re- 
sources to the banks," it adds. 

The total negative transfer of 
resources abroad from Latin 
America — total net cmtal in- 
flows minus payments of interest 
and profit remittances — be- 
tween 1982-85 are estimated at 
almost $108 billion, most of 
which is accoonted for b>| net 
transfers to the international 
banking system. 

“Up to foe present time, the 
costs of adjustment have fklJeo 
almost exclusively on the debtor 
countries," the report concludes. 

Whatever the ultimate solution 
to the debt crisis nirns out to be, 
it will have to include relief to tbe 
debtor countries and recognition 
by the banks that foe market 
v^ue of their develofwg country 
loan portfolios is considerably 
lower than their nominal value, 
the report concludes.

new Third World finance 

Meanwhile, the United States 
signalled last week that it wants 
commercial banks, reluctant to 
make more big cash loans to 
debtor nations, to find new ways 

of financing . 

A proposal by the PhilipiMnes 
for partial payment of interest on 
loans to be made in investment 
notes that could be traded like 
bonds or shares, rather than (ash. 
is one idea. 

Officials said Treasury Secret- 
ary James Baker told Sectary of 
State George Shuhz it was a 
creative one. He indicated 
approval to Finance 

Minister Jamie Oogpin. 

An admimstration official told 
Reuters the proposal should be 


considered seriously by hpnirs An 
a^ement with foe banks, offi- 
cials now say, is expected soon. 

Efforts to ease the debt crisis 
have redoubled this year s^er 
Brazil, the biggest Tfakd World 
debtor, suspended interest pay- 
ments on loans by commercial 
hunk*. 

The U.S. strategy remains basi- 
cally the 1^ “Baker plan." 

Launched in Oaober, 1985, it 
called on commercial and multi- 
lateral banks to lend billion 
over three years to debtors which 
made reforms to promote infia- 
tion-free growth in their econo- 
mies. 

The administration official, 
who plays a key role in keeping 
tbe plan afloat, said: 

“New bank lending has been 
slow in materialising, but the foct 
of tbe matter is there have been 
$70 billion in bank loans restruc- 
tured, which is a form of exten- 
sion of credit. As you know, 
there’s been $8.5 billion in new 
money." 

But it has taken almost six 
months to complete putting 
together a $7.5 billion loan to 
Mexico, and the delay caused 
misgivings here about the likeli- 
hood of such large straight cash 
loans being assembled ever again. 

So there is keen interest in new 
ways of getting money channelled 
to debtor nations. 

U.S. officials want banks to 
consider swapping more of their 
debt for sha^ in local corpora- 
tions — a development that has 
met success in Chile and Mexico. 

Th^ also want them to pin 
loans on specific projects, to fi- 
nance trade and invest directly in 
busiiiess — forms of lending wfaidi 
tiiey say offer them a greater 
state and more seenre return. 

The Reagan adnunistration has 
also signalled support for new 
techniques that in some cases 
effectively amount to interest rate 
coocesrions. It preyed banks to 
let Chile make annual, not bi- 
annual interest payments, speed- 
ing an accord with Chile. 

Until recently, some banks did 
not fovour what they saw as unwar- 
ranted inter^ rate concessions. 
But a U.S. official said riiaving 


interest was realistic if debtors 
made reforms. 

“Tbe debtors have been per- 
forming well. Some people argue 
that taiong 1 V% per cent down to 
13/16 per cent is debt forgive- 
ness," he said. 

“Well if that's what it is, fine. 
What it really is a narrowing of 
the spread that could be charged 
on new money,” the official 
noted. 

Administration officials, who 
asked not to be named, have also 
debated whether to allow U.S. 
banks greater flexibility in build- 
ing up loan loss reserves against 
Tl^ World loans. 

An existing rule, called FASB- 
15, says banks facing delayed 
interest payments on real estate 
loans ue^ not set aside reserves 
against debt princip^, if it is 
believed payments mil resume. 

The rule has been extended to 
cover loans to the depressed farm 
and energy sectors of the U.S. 
economy and Senator Bill Brad- 
ley, a New Jersey Democrat, now 
suggests extendmg it to Third 
World loans. 

He is prominent among con- 
gressmen urging that provisions 
for debt relief be attached to new 
trade legislation. But officials 
said foe debate has been incon- 
clusive. 

Brazil, meanwhile, followed up 
its moratorium on interest pay- 
ments with a world tour by offi- 
cials seeking a political way out 
from under its debt burden. It is 
beset by a falling trade surplus 
and dwindling reserves. 

An official at Washington talks 
with Brazilian Hnance Minister 
Dilson Funaro said: "They've 
come in here now and said Tiwk, 
we're out of money, help us,' but 
they haven't come in m'th a plan. 
And they’ve gone all over the 
world, and at eveiy step they've 
been told foe same 

The official said Braal would 
have to enact a cr^ble economic 
progranune, either in consulta- 
tion with foe World Bank or 
International Monetary Fund, to 
cool an overtieated economy be- 
fore commercial banks would be- 
gin negotiations. 


Senior IMF official resits; 
charges U.S. pressifre onloans 


WASHINGTON (R) — A top 
Intenational Monetary Fund 
(IMF) official has resigned, 
chaigmg tbe United States pnss^ 
ured the agency to tower condi- 
tions it places on some loans, 
monetary sources said Thursday. 

Tbe sources said Mr. C David 
Findi, in a staimnent conadered 
uojaecedented, told tbe board 
that the United States had 
brought undue pressure on the 
IMF to approve fundfrig for Zaire 
and Egypt. 

“To reagn. in ri"* manni»f ^ 
highly unusual, perhaps unpre- 
oedeoted," a monetary so ur ce, 
said. 

Mr. Hnch, an Australian who 
beads tbe IMFs exdiaiige and 


trade relations derailment, told 
the IMF executive board be plan- 
ned to leave by the end of next 
ox)nth after 7J years with tbe 
agency.

Since tbe emerg e nce of the 
debt crisis in 1982, the IMF has 
pressed many countries to tighten 
their belts a^ cut back on social 
spendiz^ as condrtioiis to grant- 
ing assistance. 

Tbe United States rmntly has 
been taking the poatfon that 
countries that take needed econo- 
mic re form measures — relying 


more on market forces and pri- 
vate enteximse — should be en- 
couraged by aid from tbe IMF 
and development banks. 

Zaire, under the government 
of PlresideDt Mobutu Sese Seko, 
has recently been talring many 
reform measures designed to heal 
its afliag economy. 

The IMF last year approved a 
22-monfo loan package for Zaire 
totaUmg $270 milliai. 

Egypt, for its part, has been 
boktang talks with the IMF aimed 
at readuu a final accrad on a 
new $1 bflnioa' loan package, with 
tbe United States pressing for a 
quick deal, aocordiDg to tbe 
sources.

‘Close Franco-German 
guerrilla link confirmed’ 


WIESBADEN, West Gennany 
(R) — Weqxms, car nnmbu 
plates and documents found after 
the arrest of four alleged Frendi 
Action Directe terrorists proved 
they had dose links with 'West 
German mban guerrillas, tiie 
West German Federal Crime 
Bureau (BKA) said Friday. 

It said the evidence showed all 
four had spent time in West 
Gennany and may have talcftw 
part in Red Army Faction 
attacks. 

The BKA said three band-guns 
found by French pohee were 
stolen from a West German gim 
shop in a November 1984 raid 
attributed to the Red Anny Fac- 
tion. 

.West German personal docu- 
ments recovered French au- 
thorities were filled out in the 
same way as by tbe Red Anny 
Faction. 

Some papers belonged to a car 
believed to have b^n used in 
coimectiob -with a bomb attack on 
the U.S. Air Force Base in 
Frankfiirt in Aogost 1985, in 
vriiidi two peoi^e were krlled. 


The BKA said it was already 
known that Action Directe leader 
Georges Qpriani had lived and 
work^ in West Germany from 
1972 fo 1983 and tb^ iqipealed 
for help in tracing his movements 
as well as those of his tiuee 
acoomplioes, Nathalie Maiigon, 
Jean Marc Rouillan and Joelle 
Aubron. 

It listed psendonpis the four 
may have used, noting that Cip- 
riani had lived in Wiesbaden 
under the name of Stephan 
Broeckx, Rouillan had Uved 
there as Robert Rudy Ehrys, and 
Aubron had lived in Frankfirrt as 
SiiDOne Barsstein. 

The BKA also asked people to 
notify police of cars which 
appeareo to have been aban- 
(foned, since they mi^t have 
been used by terrorists. 

BKA diief Heinrich Boge told 
the Neuc Osnabruecker Zdtung 
ne\^iaper the'-Frendh findings 
strengtheiied suspicions that a 
“West Europi^ ^euilia” groiqi 
existed which transcended 
nation^ bordms.

The Sianti Babmi seek auton- 
omy for the 14,200 square 
kflometie Outtage^ HOI Tracts 
area bordering India and Burma. 

The newspaper said more than 

100 tribesmen had leturo^ to the 
hin tracts, “escaping eyes” of the 
Indian Border Seewity Force. It 
said rebds were detidning others 
willing to return.

Reagan defends his management style 


WASHINGTON (R) — A new- 
ly-otmfident Present Reagan 
1^ defended his hands-off man- 
agement style as proper and 
sm^t to deflect widequead cri- 
ticism his detached qifnoadi had 
allowed the Iran arms scandal to 
occur. 

Mr. Reagan, appearing at bis 
first formal news conference since 
his gravest political crisis ei 
last November, easily 
some tough quearions — includ- 
ing this one on wfaetiier he was in 
fnO control of tbe reins of power 

“If you were truly unaware of 
tbe mfllinns of doIIaiS - gning tO 
the contras (Nicaragua’s rebels) 
... what does tiiat say about your 
management style?” the reporter 
asked. 

Mr. Reagan reqxmded, “I 
have been reading a great deal 
about my management style ... It 
Was a proper management style. 

“You art the best people you 
can to do a job and tiien you 
don’t hang over their shoulders 


criticising everytiiing tb^ do or 
jnckiiig at how they’re di^g ft,” 
he said. 

“T set die policy in this adminiiu 

tration ai^ tiiey are meant to 
implenieiit ft — and I think that’s 
a ^)od management poli< 7 ,” he 
said. 

Mr. Reagan has often been 
described as uninterested in de- 
tails of po^ and unwilling to 
make the intellectual effort or 
take the time to master coc 
ities of his job. He also has 
widely criticised as rdyiiig too 
heavfly on del^ticm. 

Mr. Reagan’s own review 
board, the Tower Commission, 
was critical of the presidential 
management sr^ in its report 
issoed last month and even sug- 
gested tbe Iran-contra affair may 
not have been so bad had he 
acted differently. 

“President Rrtigan’s peisonal 
managmuent style places an espo- 
dally heavy responsibilfty on his 
key advisers, flowing his style, 
they should have been particular- 


ly mindful of the need to ^ledal 
attention to die manner in wiudi 
this arms sale initirtive devekqied 
and proceeded,” tiie report said. 

“At no time did he insist on 
accountability and performance 
review ... Had die president 
diosmi to drive the NSC system, 
the outcome could well have been 
diffident.” 

It was in the White House 
basement offices of to National 
Security Council (NSC) that 
Lieutenant Colonel Oliver North 
aDegely hatdied his plot to divert 
miOuMis of dollars from tbe Tran 
arms sale to I*Ticaragua’s “contra” 
rebels. 

Col. North was fired from his 
NSC post last Nov. 25. His boss. 
Admiral John Poindexter, res- 
igned to same day. 

In his news conference Thurs- 
day ni^it, Mr. Reagan ag^n d^ 
ni^ all knowledge of thrt dive^ 
sion of funds aixl soD^t to blame 
the scandal on actions taken by 
aides without his knowiei^ or 
authority.
